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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Strafford County: 

In accordance with the Public Statutes of New 
Hampshire the Commissioners of Strafford County here. 
with submit the annual reports of the County Commis- 
sioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of Superior Court, 
Sheriff, Solicitor and the Superintendent of the 
County Home and House of Correction, Farm Physician, 
Farm Chaplains and Auditors for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1944. Once again your Commissioners are | 
able to report a substantial balance on hand as of De- 
cember 31, 1944. We aim to keep as near as possible 
within the appropriation assigned to each item in our 
budget but at times owing to conditions over which we 
have no control we are practically forced to do other- 
wise; “for example” what appeared like a minor plumb- 
ing repair job in the County Home and Jail early in 
1944 resulted in a general overhauling of practically all 
the plumbing in both buildings. Owing to the high cost 
of labor and material we realize it was not an oppor- 
tune time to do this work but we were satisfied that in 
order to run over fires this winter it had to be taken 
care of. 

With reference to the report of the Federal Pris- 
on Bureau on County Jails in New Hampshire we ad- 
mit that we are not proud of the fact that we are re- 
ported as having the lowest rating of any jail in the 
State, and while we feel that this report was somewhat 
exaggerated we would recommend that the County Dele- 
gation appropriate a sum of money to further improve 
the sanitary conditions which we believe would enable 
us to obtain a much higher rating. 
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After the resignation of Mr. and Mrs. Sumner 
W. Watson as Superintendent and Matron which _ be- 
came effective December 31, 1944 we felt fortunate in 
being able to replace them with Mr. and Mrs. John R. 
McCullough of Middleton. 

We wish at this time to express our appreciation 
to the management and all others connected with the 
County Home for their conscientious and faithful ser- 
vices. Also Dr. J. H. Richard and his staff. We feel 
truly grateful to the churches and other organizations 
which have visited the County Home at Christmas and 
other times during the past year bringing cheer to so 
many. 

We are ever mindful of our Chaplains who bring 
spiritual guidance to so many who by their infirmities 
are confined to their rooms. We wish to express our 
appreciation to the State Board of Public Welfare, 
Overseers of the Poor, all city and town officials and 
many others who have given us their cooperation and 
assistance in the past year.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 8&2, 
Section 27, of the Revised Laws, the biennial audit and 


examination of the accounts of Strafford County has 
been made the Division of Municipal Accounting of the 
State Tax Commission. The audit covered the fiscal 
years ending December 31, 1942, December 51, 1943, and 
the period from January 1, 1944 to April 30, 1944. Sub- 
mitted herewith is the report of this audit, including 
Exhibits and Schedules as hereafter listed. 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the audit and examination were the 
accounts and records of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court 
, and Superintendent of the County Farm. 

FINANCES 

In order to present a comprehensive picture of 
the financial condition of the County during the last 
ten years and the changes which have taken place in . 
this period, we have prepared certain statements from 
records on file. 
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Comparative Balance Sheets, 
1934 to 1943, inclusive: (Exhibit I) 

It will be noted that during this period the Net 
Debt of the County increased from $51,470.31 in 1934 
to $110,379.05 in 1936, and subsequently decreased to 
419,109,380 in 1941. Is 1942 there was a decided change 
for the better and the year ended with a Surplus of 
$54,832.85. In 1948 the Surplus was increased _ to 
$58,874.90. 

There were no temporary loans outstanding at 
the end of 1943, and the Bonded Debt had decreased 
from $77,000.00 in 1934 to $14,000.00 in 1943. 

County Tax Apportionment, 
1935 to 1944, inclusive: (Exhibit IV) 

County taxes increased from $85,000.00 in 1955 
to $232,112.50 in 1939, which was the oe year. From 
1939 to 1943 taxes decreased to $163,123.59, increasing 
to $165,143.58 in 1944. 


It will be noted that a ten-year average shows 
$182,712.81 divided as follows:

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Changes in Net Debt or Surplus: 
(Exhibit IT) 

Gains made in 1942 consisted of Revenue Surplus 
of $10,894.29; Appropriations not used of $41,788.23; 
Bonds reduced $7,000.00; Changes in payables and_ re- 
ceivables of $14,259.63, or a total of $73,942.15. 

In 1948 the net budget surplus was $33,635.10 
and bonds were reduced $7,000.00, making a total of 
$4.0,635.16. However, this was reduced by using sur- 
plus cash of $82,416.42 from the preceding year for the 
purpose. of reducing the tax rate. Further reductions 
representing receivables and payables resulted in a net 
gain in Surplus of $4,042.05 during the year. 

Comparative Statement of Receipts and Expenditures, 
1934 to 1943, inclusive: (Exhibit V) 

Summaries of receipts and expenditures, classified 
in accordance with the uniform classification of ac- 
counts, for the years 1954 to 1943, inclusive are pre- 
sented herewith.

Revenues, Appropriations and Expenditures: 
(Schedules A, B, C and D) 
Comparative Statements of Appropriations aad 
Expenditures and Estimated and Actual Revenues, for 
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the calendar-years 1942 and 1943, are included in these 
schedules. 

In 1942 actual revenue exceeded the estimated 
revenue by $10,894.29. This, together with a net unex- 
pended balance of appropriations of $41,788.23, resulted 
in a net budget surplus of $52,682.52. It should be 
noted that the “Poor Off the Farm” appropriation 
showed an unexpended balance of $45,457.21, while an 
overdraft of $18,187.12, was incurred in the County 
Farm appropriation. 

In 19483 there were unexpended balances of ap- 
propriations in the accounts of the Superior Court, 
Poor Off Farm and Board and Care of Children. The 
County Farm Account, however, was again overdrawn 

in the amount of $14,911.56. 

The 1943 Budget as set up did not include esti- 
mated revenue other than Cash Surplus. However, the 
following revenues were received and have been applied 
as cash credits in the appropriation statement:

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It should be further noted that in arriving at the — 
county tax requirements for 1943, one-half of the total 
cash balance of December 31, 1942, or (one-half of 
$64,832.84) $32,416.42, was used and a like amount set 
aside for the year 1944. 


ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND 
TREASURER 
(Schedules E, F, G, H and 1) 

All orders issued by the Commissioners and 
Clerk of the Superior Court during the calendar years 
ended December 31, 1942 and 1948, and the period from 
January 1 to April 30, 1944, were examined and com.- 
pared with corresponding entries in the Treasurer’s 
records. 

The classification of expenditures was noted 
However, we were obliged to make some adjustments in 


classification where necessary. In this connection we 
advise that the Commissioners procure a rubber stamp 
for the purpose of recording and classifying invoices at 
the time of payment. The Commissioners’ office force 
should have the following information in order to prop- 
erly enter their transactions in the records: 

(1) Approval by Whom-———-1#. 

(2) Extensions Verified 

(3) Bid No. 

(4) Distribution to Account , 

(5) Paid by Check No,—-————____. 

Cash discounts on purchases have not been taken 
in many instances. These should be watched carefully. 








We found a few instances of payments made on state- 
ments only without the supporting data. In the case 
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of coal purchases, weight slips should be attached and 
filed with the vouchers. 

Totals of receipts and expenditures, as indicated 
by the Treasurer’s records were verified. The Treas- 
urer’s balances as of December 31, 1942, 1943 and April 
29, 1944, were in agreement with the reconciled bank 
balances on each date as set forth in Schedules E and F. 


ACCOUNTS OF CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 
The accounts of the Clerk were examined in de- 


tail, and with the exception of a few minor clerical er- 
rors, were found to be in good order. 
WELFARE EXPENDITURES 

Details of welfare expenditures were examined 
for the greater part of the period of audit, and for the 
purpose of comparison, the following statistics are pre- 
sented herewith:

‘It will be noted that welfare expenditures 
dropped sharply between 1941 and 1942 and also in 1943. 
Between 1941 and 1943, the decrease amounted to 
$48,090.68, the greater reduction being in the “Poor Off 
Farm” Account. 
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Insofar as possible, signatures of relief recipients 
should be obtained for goods and materials received’ by 
them. We noted quite a few unsigned orders during 
the period under examination. 

It is recommended that the Relief Investigator 
examine orders and vouchers after the transactions have 
been completed for the purpose of determining the 
manner in which relief clients are using the funds al- 
loted to them. 


COUNTY FARM ACCOUNTS 

The record of fines and costs collected and subse- 
quently paid to various Municipal Courts was examined 

We noted that the triplicate receipt form recom- 
mended in our previous audit is now in use. This pro- 
vides a way in which County Farm receipts may be 
checked by the source. 

We call attention to our recommendation of the 
use of the “Rubber Stamp” as heretofore made. The 
present practice of the Superintendent is to merely ap- 
prove the farm bills. In addition to this, he should in- 
dicate in the space (Distribution to Account) what the 
charge is for: namely, Feed, Supplies, Equipment, Re- 
pairs, Etc. Otherwise the office force is unable ito 
make proper distribution of the item. The same recom- 
mendation applies to his cash payments for labor, ete. 

Bills should be sent promptly to Office of the 
Commissioners for verification, and for possible cash 
discounts, otherwise the cash discounts are lost. Bills 
should be examined carefully to see if the prices con- 
form to those contained in the original bids. 

The Superintendent should maintain a record of 
gasoline actually used on the farm for tractors and 
other farm equipment not used on the highways, so that 
he may file with the State a claim for refund of the 
State tax of four cents per gallon of gasoline so used. 

We also recommend the use of a petty cash fund 
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for miscellaneous small cash payments made by the 
Superintendent. The present practice is not is accord- 
ance with good accounting procedure. Payments made 
from the petty cash fund should plainly indicate’ what 
they are for, and should be accompanied by vouchers. 
This information when properly classified will enable 
the office force to charge the proper accounts. 





GENERAL COMMENTS 
Balance Sheet 
In the construction of the balance sheet of De- 
cember 31, 1943, as included in Exhibit I, we have not 
included the Accounts Receivable, $708.26, due the Farm, 
nor have we included Accounts Payable owed With the 
exception of those contracted and dated prior to Decem: 
‘ber 1, 1943. Also, we have not included as accounts 
“payable the unused balances of specific appropriations 
made for the purpose of purchasing new equipment such 
as Fire Hose, Pressure Cooker, and the construction of 
the Silo, Ete., but have treated these items as unex- 
pended balances of appropriations. ; 
However, in order to provide for the eventual 
purchase of equipment and for the completion of the im- 
provements which were in progress at the close of the 
year, certain balance sheet revision becomes necessary. 
The effect of the above stated items, if carried to 
the Balance Sheet, would be as follows:

_ Competitive Bidding: 

As stated in the report of our previous audit, all 
purchases of over $50.00, should be subject to competi- 
tive bidding. While examining purchases, we noted 
that this was not being done in all cases. I[t is recom- 
mended that in all instances where bids cannot be ob- 
tained, the Commissioners’ waive such bidding and _ at- 
tach the waivers to the invoices. 

Excise Taxes: 

We noted a number of instances where Federal 
Excise taxes have been paid upon purchases of equip- 
ment, supples, etc. This should be watched carefully 
in the future. Refunds may be obtained for taxes al- 
ready paid on such purchases upon application to the 
proper authorities and we have advised the Commis- 
sioners as to the necessary procedure. 
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Paid Notes, Bonds and Coupons: 

It is suggested that the destruction of cancelled 
notes, bonds and bond coupons by the County Commis- 
sioners and County Auditors be delayed-until after the 
biennial audit is made by this Division, to permit an 
examination of these documents by our Auditors. 

Purchases Or Sales By Public Officials: 

We noted during the course of our audit a few 
instances of private transactions of public officials, and 
in consequence we quote the following: 

Chapter 43 (Revised Laws, 1942) 
Private Transactions of Public Officials 
“(1.) Public Officials Barred from Certain Private 
Dealings. No person holding a public office, ex- 
cepting only members of the general court, as 
such, for which remuneration in the form of 
wages, salary, or per diem is paid, in city, coun- 
ty, or state governmental service shall, by cou- 
tract or otherwise, except by open competitive 
bidding, sell or buy goods, commodities, or other 
personal property of a value in excess of twenty- 
five dollars at any one sale to or from the city, 
county, or state by which said official is paid. 
“(2.) Penalty. Anyone violating the provisions of the 
foregoing section shall be fined not more than 
five thousand dollars, and upon conviction there 
shall automatically be a vacancy in the office 
held by the person convicted, which shall be filled 
as otherwise provided by law.” 
General: 

The accounts and records, as a whole, were found 
to be in good condition, and the accounting procedure, 
with certain exceptions as noted herein, conformed to 
the standard procedure prescribed by this Division. 

Section 31 of Chapter 211, Laws of 1939, provides 
that: “Upon completion of each audit, as herein pro- 
vided, a report thereof shall be made to the proper local 
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officials and a copy of such report or a summary of its 
essential features shall be published in the next annua! 
report of the county, city, town, school district, village 
district or precinct concerned.” 

In accordance with provisions of this law, there- 
fore, the text of this report should be printed in the 
next annual County report in its entirety. The publica- 
tion of Exhibits and Schedules is optional. 

We express our appreciation and thanks to all 
county officials and employees for their assistance dur- 
ing the course of our audit.

The accounts of Strafford County at 1944 year’s 
end again show a surplus. The cash balance on Decem- 
ber 31, 1944 was $76,613.69 against which there is still 
cutstanding only $7,000.00 in bonded indebtedness due 
August 1, 1945 and accounts payable of $4,888.31, leav- 
ing a surplus of 464,725.38. 

The net unencumbered balance at the end of 1944 
amounted to $71,730.78, due mainly to the continued de- 
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creased costs for relief and the care and board of  chil- 
dren. 

War conditions make it impossible at this time to 
undertake any sizable program of alterations or con- 
struction. However, I feel that we should start right 
now to make the necessary plans to provide for the vari. 
ous Capital Improvements that are urgently needed by 
Strafford County. Certain of the departments in the 
Court House require additional vault and office space. 
A new kitchen is a necessity at the County Farm. Some 
repairs are necessary to the Farm Buildings and Jail. 
Both the Court House and the County Farm Buildings 
are old, and serious thought should be given at this time 
to making plans for replacements. 


One of the first steps in any long range program 
is the making of the financial plans and I feel that this 
would be an opportune time to set aside this surplus as 
a capital reserve to be used in making some of the neces- 
sary replacements. 

I want to again take this opportunity to acknowl- 
edge with thanks the cooperation of county, town and 
city officials during the past year. I wish to thank Miss 
Therese Carrier for her helpful assistance in carrying 
on the duties of this office. 7

The above cases represent those finally disposed 
of in the Superior Court. As usual numerous cases 
were prosecuted in the various Municipal Courts of the 
County throughout the year. 


The number of types of cases handled did not 
vary very much from those handled in 1942 and 1943. 
This would indicate a continued absence of and de- 
crease of serious crime. The work-done by the various 
law enforcement agencies in the County is deserving of 
the highest praise in view of the handicaps under which 
each of them operates. About every police department 
in the County is short handed and lacking equipment. 
Yet, the work has been carried on with good results. 


I am deeply grateful for the cooperation received 
from all of the law enforcement agencies of the State, 
County, Cities and Towns. The war has created some 
new problems but it is felt that they have been met as 
well as possible under existing conditions. There is no 
doubt but that more will arise and that the end of the 
war will bring further problems. In some respects the 
facilities available to meet the problems could hardly 
be called adequate. The publicity that was recently 
given to the condition of the County Jail should serve 
as a notice to the people of this County that there are 
many changes needed in most of our County property 
and that they cannot continue to be ignored. Many of 
these conditions are by no means new or of recent hap- 
pening. It is unfortunate that those responsible for 
the survey and the publicity could not have more fully. 
fairly, and effectually presented the matter and also 
have included some constructive suggestions. All of 
us charged with the conduct of any part of our County 
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Government should be aware of our duty to make 
known to the taxpayers such needs that must be met. 
Any attempt at postponement may prove to be more 
costly when matters have to be faced and not ignored 
for reasons of economy or the like. The entire matter 
should be opened and immediate action should be taken 
to plan to meet our obvious needs.

I herewith. submit my report as County Home 
Physician for the year 1944. 

Notwithstanding the shortage of help, the in- 
mates of the Strafford County Home and _ prisoners 
were well cared for, during the year 1944, by the officers 
and nurses who deserve my most sincere thanks for 
their generous cooperation. 

The inmates, on the whole, enjoyed the normal 
health of aged people who, for the largest part, are ad- 
mitted when in need of more and better care than can 
be given in private families of moderate means or when 
discharged from hospitals as incurable patients. 

We committed five patients to New Hampshire 
State Hospital. We had nineteen deaths; three from 
cancer; one from gangrene; one from osteomyelitis; one 
from diabetes; three from heart diseases and ten from 
cerebral hemorrhages.
